DUPUYER, MONTANA. 
To the Meacham Ladles’ Aid Society: 
Good afternoon, ladles! 
I know the 
weather is very warm, and that you 
would all much rather be sitting la 
tbe shade of some larg e tree and be 
eating lee cream rather than sewing 
In a warm room. 
Well, this letter Is 
mot ice cream, but perhaps It will hare 
a cooling effect when 1 tell you we can 
see snow on the m ountains all 
the 
time, and in g oing out after sundown 
oils needs winter wrap« . 
No 
doubt 
some of you are wondering what sort 
of a place M ontana Is, therefore 1 will 
try to the beat of my ability' to state 
a few facts concerning our journey, a r­ 
rival, etc. 
We left Clarlnda, Iowa, June 10. at 
6:35 p. m. After about thirty minute*' 
ride we arrived In Valiaca, where we 
had to wait several bourn 
Wo maw 
the town aud spooned in the park to 
pass away time. 
Finally our train 
arrived aud we were ag aiu westward 
bound. 
Arriving 
in 
Lincoln, 
Neb., 
about 2 a. m., Tuesday, chanced care 
ag ain. 
Here we took up our abode in 
a tourist sleekier and settled down for 
a long , tiresome journey. 
We traveled 
tliroug h Nebraska nearly all Tuesday, 
aud such country! 
A more desolate 
country I hoin? never to see than North- 
wtwtern Nebraska. For mile after mile 
one could see nothing but sandhills; 
not a blade of g reen g rass, not a plant, 
tree, house or Insist; not even a drop 
of water. 
Aud such wonderful form a­ 
tions as the hills are! "T ruly those 
hills show tin* mig hty work of some ua- 
seen hand. A fter passing throug h this 
immense tract of desolate country we 
arrived at a veritable tk le u; beautiful 
villag es situated along the creeks; im­ 
mense pastures in which larg e herds 
of cattle, sheep and horses were feed­ 
ing . 
O, how g rand and beautiful thin 
all api» eared after having seeu noth­ 
ing but rocks and hills for so long a 
time. 
In 
southern 
M ontana 
we 
pa» ed 
throug h the tract of country on which 
the g overnment is trying the irrig ating 
experiment. 
Hundreds of 
men and 
their team s art* at work upon the larg e 
ditches, which if successful will make 
the Northwest one of the richest farm ­ 
ing sections in the world. 
We could 
nee several little tent villag es dotted 
over the country, whore the workmen 
lived. 
We iKiesed the ncene of a train 
wreck. 
The cars were splintered into 
kindling wood. 
About nooa Wednesday we landed in 
Rozoxnan. 
This is a very pretty lit tie 
city, located in the heart of the Gella- 
tin Valley, which is a rich farm ing ami 
fruit-g rowing reg ion. 
We went to a 
Chinese restaurant and enjoyed (?) a 
g ood Chinese dinner, after which we 
birod a liveryman to drive us out U> 
the ranch of 
Mr. Itaum g arner 
(Mr. 
1 lute’s uncle), about ten mi lea from 
town. 
Not having received notice of 
our coming , they were naturally very 
inu<*b surprised, thoug h at the name 
tim e much pleased to see us. 
We en­ 
joyed a pleasant visit thcHre and re* 
turned to Bozeman Thursday forenoon. 
Mr. Baum g atner drove un In and •bow ­ 
ed us tlie Interesting sig hts oi 
the 
town. 
There was a street carnival In 
town that week, t*> Uu*re were sume 
rath er curious nig ht* to be seen. 
I>*avlng Bozeman at noon, we a r­ 
rived in Helena at 4 p. m. 
Finding we 
would stop there until 11:80, we atart- 
(h1 out to see w hat we could. We went 
out to the State Capitol bulUllng , which 
is a very nice place, situated rather 
ctmspicuouflly on a hill. 
We also via 
Itevl tbe park, court house, department 
stores, and In fact we were all over 
town. 
I think we wnlktd something 
lew* than forty niilos. 
Helena 
considerable g round and is a very pio 
turesq ue city of 15,000 Inhabitants, slt- 
uated among the foot hills of 
tl» e 
Rockies. 
Leaving Helmut at 11 :3f> P- m. Thurw 
day, we reached G reat Falls at 3:16 
a. Ti). Friday. 
Here we stopped until 
© ;30. when we commenced our 
la*< 
day’» journey. 
Arrived In Conrad At 
1 2 :30; went to the hotel for dinner 
and rested about an hour before tea it 
Ing to Dupuyer by stag e. 
We wore 
s o m e w h a t disappointed when the stag e 
drove lip to the hotel to see <mly 
common, every-day spring wag on dnarfm 
by two lanky cayuae* Instead of 
larg e covered wag on w ith three 
four scats and draw n by four or « fe 
bom » , as we had expeeted to see. We 
Anally not cram m ed into the 
i 
and were ready to start on our 30-mile 
ride. There were four ivasseng ers. onr 
bag g ag e, some box« » of freig ht, 
Snail iK>uches and tbe driver. 
It 
needless to say. I presume, th at 
we 
didn’t have much room for our feet 
The roads vrere reasonably g ood, but 
the eayuses wcare unreasonably alow 
The sun was so warm for 
several 
hours that we were fairly done brown 
Then the sun sank, tbe wind rose, and 
we were nearly frozen when we mount 
ed the last hill and the beautiful city 
of Dupuyer appt*ared to our tired and 
sleepy eyes. 
The stag e driver very kindly pointed 
put to us a little white cottag e la the 


wuburlw of the city, saying that was j 
the parsonag e. 
He also told us that 
the jmraonag ® was furnished, supper 
would be prepared, and that A g arden 
had been planted ft» r us. 
These state­ 
ments were surprls« » enoug h la them ­ 
selves, but just Imag ine our g reater 
surprise when on arriving at the par­ 
sonag e we found people there from all 
ixiluts of tbe compass to welcome us, 
some having come a distance of seven­ 
teen mil« » . 
T his royal welcome » wept away a 
few of the pang s of 
homesickness 
which had i>een g athering around onr 
hearts during our long Journey;

Dupuyer is q uite a pretty little town, 
on the bank of Dupuyer Creek, about 
17 mil« » from the mountains. We have 
very pleasant weath« M\ 
plenty 
rain 
and plenty sunshine. 
If we could just 
move Meacham and her Inhabitants out 
iiere It would be paradise. 
We have 
no church here, but plans are being 
made for building one next year. 
We 
hold services in the schoolhouse and 
hare splendid attendance. Have a very 
nice little Sunday school. 
We have a church In Shelby, but al­ 
thoug h Shelby 1» a 
railroad 
town 
Dupuyer is a much more 
desirable 
pi a re to live been une of the fact that 
Shelby Is a “dry tovvu.” They have to 
have tlie w ater all sbii>ped from Great 
Falls. 
Here we have pure m ountain 
w ater aud plenty of It. 
Conrad also 
Is ft “dry town.” 
There Is so much al­ 
kali that the w ater I# not g ood. 
Two 
tiling s that we mlas very much 
are 
•trees and fruit. 
There are very few 
tris» In the country except along the 
creeks, and no fruit

TEACK OF THE STORM- 


Eighty-one years ago on the 2Sth of 
A ugust occurred the terrific storm and 
landslide in the C raw ford Notch which 
sw ept the W illey fam ily out of exist­ 
ence. 
Ev ery one who has been ov er 
the railroad w hich runs along the steep 
m ountainside has looked down the deep 
v alley to the little w hite house which 
m arks the scene of the catastrophe, but 
the scars of tha t night’s w ork are cov ­ 
ered now, and the green slopes suggest 
no tragedy. 
I t takes the w ritten w ords 
of one who w as actually inv olv ed in 
the stress of the storm to im press upon 
the m ind of to-day the reality oi that 
long-past horror. 
The New H am pshire 
H istorical Society has published an a c ­ 
count of the storm , w ritten by one who 
battled w ith it. 
The 28 th of A ugust w itnessed the 
m ost rem arkable flood of 
rain ev er 
known in the v icinity. 
O ur cam p w as 
ou the side of M ount W ashington. 
For 
sev eral days show ers had been fre- 
juent, but on tha t m orning, about 5, 
the rain descended in torrents. 
Clim bing a gnarled oak a few rods 
from the camp, during a tem porary 
suspension of the storm , I could see 
the trees and shrubbery bent iu ev ery 
direction and the bare rocks smoking, 
as it were, from the v iolence of the 
tem pest. The v ery sm jm iit of the m oun­ 
tain seemed to shake. 
* 
It became im possible to keep up fires, 
and a t 4 iu the afternoon we left the 
camp. 
A fter g reat exertions we a r­ 
riv ed a t C raw ford’s a little before 9. 
It w as the m ost d read ful rainstorm I 
ev er w itnessed. T he v ery e a rth seemed 
to shake under my feet. 
A t m idnight 
the tem pest suddenly ceased. 
In the 
m orning we could see the great dev as­ 
tation. 
E n tire 
crops 
w ere 
ruined, 
buildings 
w ere carried 
aw ay, trees 
w ere down, and great excav ations torn 
in the ground. 
Long slides w ere 
noticed 
on 
the 
m ountain sides. 
One had the api» ear- 
auee of hav ing passed ov er the cam p 
we had just left. 
We w ent down the 
Notch, and there our m ost v iv id words 
could not paint the scene m ore aw ful 
than w as the reality. 
Enorm ous m ass­ 
es of 
g ran ite w ere to rn from their 
foundation, crags had fallen, and thou­ 
sands of trees w ere down. 
A trav eler, B arker, brought the news 
of the W illey tragedy. He was passing 
dow n the road and noticed the house. 
T he do o rs being open, he entered, but 
could find no one. The cov erings of the 
beds w ere throw n off, and the apparel 
of the fam ily w as lying about. 
He did 
not know their fate, but lie could guess. 
He cam e on to C raw ford’s and told 
w hat he feared. 
A search w as im m ediately Instituted, 
and the bodies of the unfortunate fam ­ 
ily discov ered. 
If they had rem ained 
In the house they would hav e escaped. 
The av alanche separated just before it 
reached the dwelling, passed on each 
•ode of it. and came together again, 
leav ing tha t the only untouched si>ot

Springfield, 111., Oct. 7.—President 
Roosevelt's high tribute to the Fourth 
Illinois infantry, at the recent deep 
waterways demonstration 
at 
Cairo, 
and the compliments showered on the 
Second infantry at the great mill 
tary encampment at Indianapolis in 
the summer of 1905, has directed gen­ 
eral attention to the Illinois national 
guard. 
TMs organization has now reach 
ed a degree of efficiency which a few 
years ago was considered impossible 
among men who were not devoting 
their entire time to the manual of 
arms and the study of military maneu 
vers. 
Under an act of the recent 
general assembly the military of the 
state has been organized into a divi 
slonal formation. 
There are now two 
major generals in the state. 
A djt 
Gen. Thomas W. Scott is given the 
rank and title of major general, and 
Gen. George M. Moulton, for years 
an active figure In military circles, 
is made major general and the com 
mander of all the military forces of 
the state. 
* 
Assisting A d jt Gen. 8cott in the 
business of the department are Col 
Richard J. Shad* of Rockford, com­ 
mander of the Third Illinois infantry 
and Col.' Frank S. Dickson of Ramsey 
former congressman from the Twenty 
third Illinois d istrict 
Under its new formation the organ 
Ration, uniform* and equipment 
of 
the Illinois national guard conforms 
to that of the regular army of 
the 
United State». 
It is subject at any 
time to the call of the president of 
the United States for domestic or for­ 
eign service to take Us place as the 
second line of defense, the regular, or 
standing army, being the first, which 
of itself is wholly inadequate to pro­ 
tect the country from foreign invar 
sion. 
Nati on 
Furni shes 
Arms. 
The national government has recog 
nized the usefulness and ability of 
such organizations to the extent of 
appropriating $ 2,p00,000 to be expend­ 
ed on arms and equipment to be dis­ 
tributed among the troops of the va­ 
rious states and territories 
For the flourishing condition 
in 
which the national guard of Illinois ia 
found to-day great credit la due the 
preaent governor, Charles S. Deneen, 
who has aided »by having the law 
passed that make* this organization 
conform to the organisation of the 
United States army, who has assist­ 
ed In procuring homes for two regi­ 
ment», thus establishing a precedent 
that the state should care for the 
8,000 officers and men who in time 
of peace are giving their time gratu­ 
itously to preparing for war. 
He 
has assisted in securing appropria­ 
tions that will properly house the 
men and furnish them with necessi 
ties without the showy and spectacu­ 
lar effects which so often exist in 
such organizations. 
The 
governor 
himself, being no lover of show and 
display, has insisted that the guard 
be maintained for what its name im­ 
plies, and for nothing else, and as a 
result the national guard of Illinois 
now stands second to none In 
the 
union. 
Preaent le Banner 
Year. 
Annually a tour of instruction 
is 
held at Camp Lincoln, near Spring 
field, and each regiment is encamped 
there for on* week, during which time 
training is afforded officer« and men 
in their respective duties. 
The en 
campment of 1907 ia considered 
the 
most beneficial ever held in this state 
Gov. Deneen made arrangements for 
the encampment of a battalion 
of 
the Fourth United States 
infantry 
with the Illinois national guard, for 
the purpose of instruction of 
the 
state troops. 
This innovation was 
original with the governor and 
has 
proved of utmost value to the guard. 
The dally contact with the soldiers of 
the regular 
army 
and their “gab 
fests” at night after the work of the 
day was over, brought the men 
of 
the guard in touch with the minor 
details of a soldier's life that can 
not be acquired in any other way. 
Soldiers of a great many states, in 
eluding Illinois, have attended army 
maneuver camps in connection with 
the regular ariny, but this is the first 
time a battalion of regulars has ever 
encamped in a state camp for the 
sole purpose of instructing each reg­ 
iment individually. 
The most casual 
observer can readily see that great 
benefit would accrue from such an 
intermingling of the forces.

lighting camp, laundering 
blankets 
and bedsacks, telephones, general re

Prom 1861 to 1875 the great state 
of Illinois waa without a soldier w ear 
lng its uniform, although independent 
militia had sprung up throughout the 
state. 
The first company to be or 
ganized was the Rock River Guards 
at Oregon, June 20, 1868, under the 
command of Capt, George W. Rei­ 
man.

lb* deserved to have his life work char­ 
acterized in Lincoln s words as being car­ 
ried on “ with malice toward none; with 
charity for all.” 
A citizen who loved ]M*ace, he did his 
duty faithfully when the honor of the 
nation called Him to war. 
We are the best friends of the man of

Many lessons are taught by nis career, 
but none more valuable than broad hu­ 
man sympathy.

mausoleum, th** tribute of the na­ 
tion to tin* memory of the martyred 
President, took place 
before 
50,000 
nun and women assembled from all 
parts of the United States. Many of the 
foreign countries were offici ally repre­ 
sented. 
Tin* formal ex ercises of the 
dedication ceremonies were begun by 
J ustice William li. Day, Mr. McKin­ 
ley's Secretary of State, who delivered 
tin* opening address in ins capacity 
as chairman of tin* Memorial Commit- 
t*H\ 
J udge Day explained that upward 
of l.OGO.oro persons had contributed ta 
tin* mausoleum fund, representing ev­ 
ery State in the Union and every civil­ 
ized country in tin* world. The invoca­ 
tion was pronounced, just before J udge 
Day's address, by llev. Frank M. Bris­ 
tol, pastor of the Metropolitan Metho­ 
dist Episcopal Church of Washington. 
Following J udge Day's remarks, “ The 
Star-Spangled Banner” was sung by 
the entire assemblag« » of 50,000, accom­ 
panied by the Grand Army Band of 
Canton. 
Governor Harris of Ohio was 
then introduced and delivered an ad­ 
dress, which w as followed by th** un­ 
veiling. 
Then Miss McKinley slowly 
drew back the American flag and dis­ 
closed the bronze figure of her brother, 
represented in the attitude of deliver­ 
ing the last speech of his career on 
the day of his assassination at Buf­ 
falo.

THE GREAT WHITE PLAGUE. 


Although only six States elect Gov­ 
ernors this fall, for an off year the No­ 
vember elections will have unusual intei- 
est because of their bearing on national 
politics and the presidential campaign of 
1008. 
Mississippi and Kentucky may be con­ 
ceded to the Democrats. 
But in Mary­ 
land, which the Democrats carried for 
Warfield in 100.3 by 12,085, the following 
year the presidential vote was so close 
that one Roosevelt elector was chosen. 
The Rhode Island Democrats last year 
elected Higgins Governor by 1,318, but 
they lost the State to Roosevelt in 1004 
by 10,700. 
Of the two Representatives 
in Congress elected last year Grang« ‘t is 
a Democrat and Capron a Republican. 
In 1004 the Republicans carried New 
J ersey for Roosevelt by 80,;>08 and f<u 
Stokes for Governor by 51,044. 
Guild was elected Governor of Massa­ 
chusetts last year by 30.233; but the 
tariff-revision issu« \ if the Democrats are 
capable of taking advantage of it, may be 
a determining factor in the pending elec- 
tion.

General significance Yvill also attach to 
the election in New York of two judges 
of the Court of Appeals, the Assembly 
and possibly of the State Senate. Among 
the State officials elated last year Gov. 
Hughes was the only Republican.

may not contract it, or having contract­ 
ed it, if in its first stage, teach them how 
to recover from it. 
As a prominent bacteriologist says, 
“ consumption is a disease which the peo­ 
ple must cure; doctors alone can't do it 
and any attempt to eradicate this disease 
must be a social as 
yvc II as a medical 
movement. 
Therefore, great good is ex­ 
pected to result from these popular lec- 
tures, given by the delegates.” 
Committees have boon 
appointed in 
each State in the Union, and Mayors and 
health officers of every city of any size 
have been aske« l to participate in this 
congress to awaken int**rest and to diffuse 
knowledge all over the country regarding 
the dangers of tuberculosis, its care and 
the best methods of preventing its spread. 
The American people some way can’t 
be made to r« *alize the inroads this dis­ 
ease makes yearly. 
Over 150,000 persons 
die in this country every year of tubercu­ 
losis and over 1.000.000 are affected with 
in the United States to-day. 
Pure, 
fr« *sh air in our homes every minute of 
the day and night, perfect cleanliness of 
our bodies we must have if we would be 
surely safe. 
In many States 
already 
State hospitals have been built for the 
care of early cases of tuberculosis among 
the poor, :vid in Iowa they have a State 
lecturer, who goes from city to city, from 
hamlet to hamlet, delivering lecture« of 
instruction in this disease and its pre­ 
vention.

lane through solid banks of spectators, 
sweeping past the reviewing stand in 
West Public Square, where stood Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt and other disting uish­ 
ed visitors. 
The McKinley tomb, around which 
centered the impressive ceremonial of 
the day, is the most elaborate monu- 
nient erected over the last 
resting 
place of any of the country’s 
Presi­ 
dents. 
It typifies both the affection of 
all tin* people and the devotion of his 
personal friends, for its cost was de­ 
frayed by ^u* general 
public, 
while 
those cl« >se td the President in his life­ 
time collected a fund «>f $100,000. \\hi h 
will assure the maintenance of 
the 
mausoleum in perfect repair for gen­ 
erations. 
West 
Lawn cemetery, where 
the 
monument stands, is on the outskiits 
of Canton, and the lofty structure, on 
the crest of a hill, may he seen tor 
miles, and from the 
passing 
trains 
which carry travelers to and from the 
“ home town” of McKinley. 
It was not long after Mr. McKinley s 
death 
that the movement to erect a 
mighty 
and 
impressive 
tomb 
was 
launched. 
As the first step the McKin­ 
ley National Memorial Association was 
formed and $000.000 w as raised 
by 
popular subscription. 
M itb a part of 
the fund twenty-six acres in the ceme­ 
tery was purchased. 
A number of ar- 
chitects were Invited to submit designs 
for ft mausoleum, and that prepared 
by H. Van Buren Magonigle of 
New 
York was selected. 
The structure that 
is the result rises to a height of 108 
feet and at the base is 
seventy-nine 
feet in diameter. 
The exterior is of 
pink Milford granite. Within, the walls 
are faced with light 
gray 
K nox ville 
marble. 
The structure is lighted only 
front above and the shatt of sunlight 
which penetrates the tw ilig ht of the 
mausoleum and falls upon the great 
sarcophagus adds beauty to the solemn, 
silent room. 
The double sarcophagus which holds 
the bodies of Mr. McKinley and his 
w ife is construct ini of briek and cement, 
w ith an ex terior of polished black mar­ 
ble. The two caskets, ex actly alike, are 
of bronze and are of great weight, 
The mausoleum stands in what is in 
reality a park of its own. 
From its 
facade on the edge of the hill a broad 
g ranite 
stairw ay 
sweeps 
downward, 
» broken by four landings to the “ long 
water” which stretches from the base 
of the hill and mirrors the g listening 
tomb and long white stairway.

be the selection of a secretary, who 
will be the working officer of the com­ 
mission. 
The educational commission has an 
important mission to perform in the 
educational field. Former Superinten­ 
dent of Public Instruction Bayliss said 
after the passag e of the act creating 
the educational commission that it is 
“the best piece of school leg islation 
enacted in a q uarter of a century. 
The commission will hav e its head­ 
q uarters in Spring fiejd, where it is 
probable also that a majority of its 
meeting s will be held. 
The work of 
g athering statistics and preparing 
data to which the commission will de­ 
v ote its inv estig ations will be done 
by the secretary under the superv ision 
of Superintendent Blair. Much of the 
work will 
be done by 
committees, 
which will look after the v arious di­ 
v isions of the educational field. 
The leg islature made an appropria­ 
tion of $10,000, which is to be expend­ 
ed for “postag e, stationery, clerical and 
expert serv ice, incidental and trav el­ 
ing expenses of the commission. 
The educational commission was ap­ 
pointed by authority of an act passed 
by the 45th g eneral assembly. 
The 
bill was introduced in the house by 
Representativ e Coyle and in the sen­ 
ate by Senator Pemberton. 
It pro­ 
v ided for the appointment of six per­ 
sons to represent “v arious phases of 
school work,“ a representativ e of tl* 
state univ ersity and one from the 
non-state colleg es and univ ersities, a 
representativ e of the normal schools, 
a county superintendent, a city supei- 
intendent and a hig h school man. 
Interests All Sections. 
The act is of immense v alue to the 
state and the interest which attaches 
to it may be learned from a few sta­ 
tistics. The last school census showed 
1,143,107 persons between the ag es of 
6 and 21 years in Illinois. 
Of these 
987.036, or 66.3 per cent, were en­ 
rolled in the public schools. 
The ad­ 
ministration of the school affairs of 
nearly 12,000 districts req uires the v ol­ 
untary serv ices of 40,000 officials, who 
disburse $25,895,178.90 annually, near­ 
ly $14,000,000 of which are paid to the 
teachers as wag es. 
The hig h schools 
of the city increased from 321 to 438 
within the last six years; the annual 
enrollment from 38,000 to 52,000. 
In his biennial messag e to the 45th 
g eneral assembly Gov . Deneen made 
the following recommendation: 
Fifty years ag o our school system 
fairly represented the best educational 
thoug ht. 
To this has been added a 
mass of ill-considered, incoherent and 
occasional « bscure amendments, so 
that the school laws of Illinois now 
include the g eneral school law con­ 
taining 301 sections, 37 special char­ 
ters, eig ht supplemental acts and 21 
additional acts. 
Moreov er, there are 
more than 400 court decisions con­ 
struing these statutes. It is manifest 
that such a condition of our school 
laws calls for a g eneral rev ision of the 
system. 
We hav e all the parts of a 
complete system fairly well dev eloped, 
but there is no coherence or sym­ 
metry. 
Before a g eneral rev ision of 
the school law is undertaken, howev er, 
i believ e that a commission should be 
appointed to study other school sys­ 
tems, comparing ours with the best 
in this country and elsewhere, so that 
the best information may be secuied 
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who can fix 
com plete

Dev elopment of Sentiment. 
In procuring the passag e of the 
abov e act, the administration had the 
support of the State Teachers' associa­ 
tion and scores of women's clubs. The 
South Side Leag ue of Parents’ clubs 
of Chicag o, throug h its leg islativ e com­ 
mittee, sent communications to tho 
presidents of all the teachers' asso­ 
ciations and the educational depart­ 
ments of women’s clubs throug hout 
the state, asking them “to cooperate 
in interesting the people of your com­ 
munity In petitioning Gov . Deneen to 
recommend to the next leg islature the 
appointment of an educational com­ 
mission to rev ise and codify the laws 
g ov erning the public schools in the 
state of Illinois.” 
The leg islativ e committee of the 
State Teachers’ association made tho 
following statem ent in its report: 
“We recommend to the State Teach­ 
ers’ association that the g eneral as­ 
sembly be petitioned to adopt a joint 
resolution 
authorizing 
tho 
appoint­ 
ment by the g ov ernor of a commission 
to examine carefully Into tho needed 
chang es in our present school laws, 
and to report to the 46th g eneral as 
sembly a bill for a comprehensiv e re­ 
v ision of the same.” 
Gov ernor Starts Ag itation. 
The committee on resolutions of the 
State Teachers’ association made a 
strong recommendation in fav or ot 
the proposed commission in its report 
to the association at the annual meet­ 
ing thereof. 
This resolution and ag i 
tation was the result of an address bv 
Gov . Deneen before the State Teach­ 
ers’ association Dec. 26, 1906, in which
